The U.S. is urging Israel] to 
resume the military talks with 
Egypt. despite President 
Sadat's decision last week to 
suspend the political talks in 
Jerusalem and to recall the 
Egyptian delegation, 

The Americans also think that 
ways could bé found to resume 
the political negotiations 
between Israel and Egypt in a 
different format and with much 
more active U.S. involvement. 

‘These recommendations are based 
on Secretary of State Cyrus Vance’s 
meeting with President Anwar Sadat 
in Cairo on Friday. and have not 
changed following Sadat's speech 
last night before the Parliament. The 
Americans feel that Sadat has 
definitely not slammed the door on 
the peace process. 

To implement this recommenda- 
tion. Assistant Secretary of State 
Alfred Atherton, together with a 
small staff of State Department ex- 
perts. will stay in Jerusalem to be 
evallable for possibie ‘‘shuttle 
diplomacy” between Jerusalem and 
Cairo to pet the political talks off toa 
new start. 

Atherton met at the Prime 
Minister's Jerusalem residence for 
two hours last night with Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin, Foreign

After the meeting, Atherton told 
reporters outside that: “the door to 
peace has not been closed. Tonight 
we have been discussing various 
possibilities of resuming the talks 
between the two countries."

The Egyptian leader revealed, for 
the first time, that Egypt had sought 
Israel withdrawal from the West 
Bank and the Golan Heights, as well 
as from Sinai, in the Jerusalem 
talks.

Two detained in 
diamond fraud 


TEL AVIV (Itim). — Two of six 
fraud suspects in a case involving 
Millions of pounds were remanded 
into custody for five days by the 
Magistrate's Court here on Friday. 
The -other four were released on 
3.10,000 ball each. 

The two principal suspects are dia- 
mond dealer Yehoshua Mizrahi and 
Rahamim Aharon}. According to the 
prosecution Aharoni was behind an 
alleged scheme to buy millions of 
pounds worth of diamonds using 
forged cheques drawn on foreign 
banks. Both men were denied bail. 

The prosecution said that Mizrahi 
had become involved in the alleged 
swindle after running up debts totail- 
ing some IL3m. His part was 
allegedly to use his knowledge of the 
diamond industry to buy the gems. 
Mizrahi, the prosecution claimed, 
was to reccive the diamonds from 
Mizrahi and smuggle them abroad. 

Defence counsel had told the court 
that a police search of the suspects" 
homes had failed to turn up 
anything. and that the prosecution 
had no real evidence against his 
clients. Judge Yisrael Levit thus 
agreed to the release of Mizrahi's 
wife Vanda, Amiram Zabari, Karmi 
Ratgabi and Bracha Schwartz on 
bail. 

The prosecution had asked that all 
six suspects be remanded into 
custody for 15 days, noting that the 
police investigation was complicated 
and involved the tracing of a large 
number of forged cheques and the 
questioning of persons both in Israel 
and abroad.

In a telephone interview with the 
Associated Press on Friday night, 
Langer claimed Esmai) was punch- 
ed and verbally abused during a 
lengthy interrogation during which 
he was not allowed to sleep.

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Smith offers amnesty 


to Rhodesia guerrillas 


By JOHN EDLIN 
SALISBURY. Rhodesia. 
"The Rhodesian government on Fri- 
day publicly offered to grant amnes- 
ty to any guerrilla who returns to the 
country or surrenders in peace. 

The government said thouzands of 
leaflets calling on the guerrillas to 
surrender have been dropped in 
areas around the country where they 
ere known to have infiltrated, par- 
ticularly along the borders of 
Mozambique, Zambia and 
Botswana. 

The move followed what security 
sources desribed as ‘‘severe dis- 
enchantment’’ of Mozambique 
President Samora Mache! with the 
Rhodesian guerrillas. Mozambique 
is the base for the majority of 
guerrillas fighting in Rhodesia. 

One government source said a 
“considerable” number of men had 
already accepted the offer of “safe 
return.'" But he declined to give 
numbers. 

Leaflets informing guerrillas of 
the unconditional surrender policy 
have been dropped by airplanes and 
have been circulated in black 
African reservations for the last few 
weeks. But correspondents have 
been forbidden under new palltary 
censorship laws from re 
the programme until Friday’s Ὡς 
mouncement. 

In the Mozambique capital, 
Maputo, guerrilla leader Robert 


Mugabe said on Friday that his-. 


Patriotic Front is prepared to in- 
tegrate ‘‘acceptable elements" of 
Rhodesia‘s white-led military forces 
in a guerrilla-led army during tran- 
sition to black majority rule. 

Mugabe said the Patriotic Front 
he leads with Zambia-based Joshua 
Nkomo is prepared to meet with 
British Foreign Secretary David 
Owen in Malta on January 30. He 
staunchly denied reports that the 
subject of the talks would be acease- 
fire in Rhodesia. 

“That is not what we are going to 
Malta to do, definitely not," he told a 
news conference in Maputo. ‘We are 


going to Malta to discuss ape 
mechanism for the 

full power from Britain to the posted 
of Zimbabwe (Rhodesia) through 
their representatives, the Patriotic 
Front." 

Be said he would not discuss a 
cease-fire until an acceptable 
grrangement was found concerning 
the power structure in Rhodesia dur- 
ing the transitional period leading to 
black majority rule. 

A spokesman in London said An- 
drew Young, U.S.-Ambassador to the 
UN, is expected to attend the Malta 
talks and will come to London one or 
two days beforehand for advance 
consultations with Owen. Lord 
Carver, Britain's Resident- 
Commissioner designate for 
Rhodesia, and Lt.-Gen. Prem Chand 
of India, personal representative of 
UN Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim, will also be there, the 
spokesman said. 

Addressing an audience of about 
300 blacks and whites in a black 
township near Salisbury yesterday, 
Rhodesian Prime Minister Ian Smith 
criticized Britain for not supporting 
the current settlement talks between 
his white minority government and 
the leaders of three Rhodesia-based 
black nationalist parties. 

“I call on the British government 
to refrain from decrying our present 
efforts and from attempting to 
frustrate their success,"" he said. 

Britain is pressing ahead with the 
Angio-American plan for a peaceful 
transition to black rule in Rhodesia 
despite the internal talks. The 
British and American plan includes 
the Patriotic Front, the political 
voice of the guerrillas fighting for 
the downfall of ‘the. white regime, 
while the internal negotiations do 
not. 

The major black leaders involved 
in the Salisbury talks, the Reverent 
Ndabaningi Sithale and Bishop Abel 
Muzorewa, claim the support of 
most of the guerrilla forces, but their 
assertions are 50 far largely un- 
tested.

THE swirling kaleidoscope of East 
African polities became even more 
complex last week when ‘Shah 
Mohammed Riza Pahlavi of Iran 
warned Ethiopia against an invasion 
of Somalia. It was not an empty 
threat. 

With its massive armed forces, its 
developing aircraft carrier capabili- 
ty (two leased American cerriers 
each capable of handling 90 Phan- 
toms}, and its gigantic new naval 
base at Chah Bahar outside the Per- 
sian Gulf, Iran now has the military 
capacity to play an Indian Ocean 
role.

Stocks slide after Egypt

In his speech last night — awaited by all with bated breath, 
after the abrupt withdrawal of his delegation in Isreel on 
Wednesday — he seems to have removed the notion of “‘com- 


Promise’ from the agenda. 


_During the period of negotiation and meetings, there were in- 
dications that there might be room for give and take. Now, 
Perhaps under the pressure of opinion in other Arab countries. 
the Egyptian leader may have been forced to espouse a tougher 


line. 


He has rejected Mr. Begin's proposal to restore Egyptian 


sovereignty over Sinai but to keep Israeli settlements in the 
Rafiah area. And he rejected even more vehemently the idea 
that such settlements could be defended by the Israel army. But 
he has hardened his position regarding Israeli withdrawal on 
other fronts as well and on self-determination for the 


Palestinians. 


Tt is difficult to see therefore how the conception that guided 
the talks up to now can be easily pursued. This conception was 
based on the need to establish an over-all set of agreed prin- 
ciples that could govern ultimate agreements on the fronts other 
than Sinai — since Sadat could net negotiate for other Arab 
countries — and a specific agreement on Sinai based on Egypt's 
claim to sovereignty and israel's security needs. 

Mr, Sadat more or less wants to achfeve, on his own, Israeli 
agreement to the Arab position as it existed prior to his visit — 
namely withdrawal to the 1961 borders, and establishment of a 
Palestinian state, linked perhaps to Jordan. 

This for him appears non-negotiable.

bulldozers In Sinai, replete with fanfare, suddenly materialized

Yet despite all the difficulties and doubts, what does emerge 
is that Sadat has not slammed the door on further talks. And 
Israel certainly should not be the party to do 80. Therefore the 
Cabinet should today decide to move through the opening that 
remains — namely to resume the military talks in Cairo. 

It should also resolve to scuttle the very public diplomacy 
which has been conducted so far, and enter into quiet and more 
discreet talks. For as has been shown, fiery rhetoric and @ cons- 
tant need to score points with the media have served only to 
widen gaps and exacerbate difficulties. 

Both governments have gone too deeply into this peace- 
making effort to withdraw before the possibility of understan-

KNESSET MEMBER Yigal Cohen- 
Orgad, aged 40, Is an up-and-coming 
Likud economist (he heads the fac- 
tion in the Knesset Finance Com- 
mittee). I asked him how he felt 
about Finance Minister Simha 
Enbrlich’s extraordinary breach of 
procedure in submitting a IL182b. 
— running to many volumes 
of print — and then announcing that 
expenditure should not be IL182b., 
but IL2b. or IL3b. less — and the 
Knesset ought to do the cutting. 

This is not ideal, he concedes. He 
crossed his Jegs and grinned: "You 
know, the ideal is if the Cabinet com- 
pletes its deliberations behind closed 
doors and produces a perfect budget, 
balanced, deflationary and all that.

“Bhrlich’s Labour Party 
predecessors used to present 
budgets which, though grossly in- 
flated, represented the Cabinet's ab- 
solutely last word. And then they 
received Knesset approval — 
automatically, thanks to their bullt- 
in coalition majority. 

So we had bad budgeta in those 
days, but thoroughly sound 
procedures,’ Cohen-Orgad says. 

“T think,’" he goes on, “that there's 
been a change in attitude. Former 
Government officials Moshe Sanbar 
and Ya'acov Arnon (who criticized 
Enrlich bitterly last week for falling 
to table a budget that represents the 
Cabinet's final decision) used to 
function within a closed political 
system. Sapir and Rabinowitz decid- 
ed everything beforehand, because 
the Knesset was, in these matters, 
little more than a rubber stamp. 

“The present regime has in- 
troduced a more open political 
system. All of us in the Knesset 
Finance Committee, those on the 
Government side as much as the Op- 
position side, examine propogals on 
their merits, we argue ({f neceasary) 
with our own administration. 

“When Ehrlich submitted his draft 
estimates to the Cabinet, I said at the 
time fover the air) that the figure 
should be cut. When the Cabinet 
nevertheless approved it aa it was, I 
stated that it should be cut by the 
Finance Committee." 

In the event, the Cabinet has had 
second thoughts, presumably in 
response to the storm of protests 
from parliament and press, and did 
iis own cutting ex post facto. The 
budget is today IL.179b.; though no 
one yet knows what items are to be 
trimmed, and the 22-volume tables 
of figures, an official document in 
the hands of the public, stili add up to 
the now obsolete IL182b.

Role of dramatics 
in diplomacy 


By WALTER EYTAN 


THERE IS room for dramatics in 
diplomacy, but they have to have 
their rational uses. One must 
assume that President Sadat con- 
siders his recall of the Egyptian 
delegation from Jerusalem to be 
useful — conceivably (if one ia in- 
veterately optimistic) to the cause of 
peace, but in any case for Egypt and 
for him himself. Could he, otherwise, 
have done what he did? 

In diplomacy, however, there is 
room also for a great deal of patient 
slogging away at tough issues. 
Problems are not solved overnight, 
Teast of all when they have dogged 
everyone for thirty years and led toa 
succession of cruel wara. 

The Issues which faced us during 
the armistice negotiations of 1949 
were less complex, politically and 
emotionally, than those which test 
the Governmenta of, Israel and 
Egypt today, when they are seeking 
to arrive ata pease agreement. Yet 
the talks at Rhodes, between Idrae! 
and Egypt alone, took six full weeks, 
They were weeks of steady negotla- 
tion, with occasional dead" days in 
between, which were needed for con- 
Suitation either within the 
delegations or between them and 
their home base. Throughout this 
time we sat solidly at Rhodes 
without budging from the place. and 
be the end the armistice was achiev- 


From time to time, not unnatural- 
ly. there was an impasse — with 
each side insisting absolutely on its 
own point of view, and unable, 
seemingly, to meet that of the other. 
This was where Ralph Bunche, the 
Acting UN Mediator, came in. 

T recall one particular incident 
when 4. point of no return seemed to 
have been reached, and there was no 
way, we all thought, of bridging the 
gap between the Egyptians’ ob- 
duracy and our own. All of a sudden, 
both delegations were invited to 
meet Dr. Bunche in his bedroom. We 
were somewhat surprised, but we 
went: and it waa here that he in- 
dulged his own sense of the dramatic 
(and sbove all, what is so sorely 
lacking today, of humour). 


WITH A FLOURISH he opened a 
drawer and showed us ἃ large collec- 
tion of Rhodes ceramic plates 
fcoples of the ancient ceramics of 
which examples can be seen at the 
Museum of Isiamie Art in 
Jerusalem!.

“In general, cuts across the bosrd 
are not the answer.

That 
should be taken out. 

“Economies can be made through 
ἃ reorganisation of overlapping ser- 
vices. There has been talk for a long 
time about bringing the collection of 
income tax, national insurance con- 
tributions and health Insurance con- 
tributions under a single roof. A cen- 
tralised system could collect more 
money with less personnel. So let's 
do it," he says. 

But will the already-adopted cut of 
IL&b,, if properly applied, solve our 
problems? Mr, Cohen-Orgad thinks 
80. ‘Various observers considered 
that in the original version, price in- 
flation would be 40 per cent, and not 
the officially-predicted figure of 32 
per cent. 

“T think that last Sunday's deci- 
sion, reducing expenditure to 
1L179b., should ensure that prices 
really do go up by the amount 
originally stated.

Tt would have occurred to no one 
that anything useful or tangible 
could be achieved in a day or two, a 
week or two. or (as it turned out) 
even a month or two. 

At Lausanne, Israel made ἃ whole 
series of unilateral, unconditional 
concessions to the Arab side — but it 
was all without effect. Indeed, this 
readiness on the part of the Israel 
Government to make gesture after 
gesture, in an effort to show un- 
derstanding and good will. was 
merely interpreted as a sign of 
weakness. The Arab delegations felt 
that they had only to sit tight and not 
budge'from any of their demands, 
and Israel would little by Little give 
in and accept almost anything. Thia 
was a process that could, obvious- 
ly, not go on for very long. but it 
taught Israel a lesson. 


THE ARMISTICE agreements were 
not built on sentiment, and peace 
will not be either. In the course of the 
Rhodes negotiations each side, after 
starting with maximal] demands, in- 
evitably came to make concessions 
ta the other — since hoth were deter- 
mined to arrive at an agreement. 
Agreement can’ never be attained, 
let alone last, if it does not reat on 
mutual accommodation. Who would 
want, even if it could he obtained, a 
Versailles Treaty which was so one- 
sided that, inevitably, and step by 
step, it led to Hitler? 

By taking such umbrage at 
Israel's refusal (indeed, her inabili- 
ty) to accept unconditionally the 
whole of his maximalist demands, 
President Sadat has hardly served 
what he himself not so long ago 
acclaimed as Egypt's and Israel's 
common goal. Uniess, that is, he is a 
master tactician who has pianned 
his every move for weeks and 
months ahead? 

But he can calculate only for 
himself, not for Prime Minister 
Begin, and not for President Carter 
elther. What has happened is 
Perhaps not, or not yet, a tragedy, 
but most people would feel happier if 
this latest move in the game had not 
been played.

EBX-FINANCE MINISTHR 
Yehoshua Rabinowitz attacks the 
present Government's economic 
policy all along the line. “We were on 
the right track before (that in, under 
the Labour government),"" he in- 
timates. ‘We were attaining our ob- 
fectives. Comes the Likud ad- 
ministration, with its half-baked 
theories about economic liberalism, 
and sets the clock right back. 


““¥ou must divide the period since 
the Yom Kippur War into two 
parts," he says. “During the first 
part — the crisis years 1974-76 (after- 
math ofthe war) — we tightened the 
belt and concentrated on bumping up 
the country’s e: . That worked. 
The deficit was slashed by $1.3b. 


* “—During the second part, in 
1977, we thought we could eliminate 
price inflation. Had it not been for the 
Likud and its New Economic Policy 
{NEP}, prices would have gone up in 
1977 by 27-30 per cent, this year by 20 
per cent, and in the following two 
years by 15 per cent annually." 

The present administration spoll- 
ed it all — by instituting a massive 
devaluation which nobody needed, in 
Rabinowitz's opinion, Consequently 
prices soared by 42.6 per cent last 
year, and will go up by another 35-40 
per cent this year, “What for?” he 
asks. 


The aim of devaluation is to make 


exports more profitable. That effect 
has not been achieved, nor any other 
positive result elther. Exporters are 
worse off than before, and imports 
will continue to boom, so the balance 
of payments is not going to improve, 
he says. 

What about the prediction in the 
National Budget that the civilian 
deficit (net of direct defence im- 
ports) should narrow by $200m.? 
Rabinowitz has a prediction of his 
own, that the deficit will remain un- 
changed. 

If the Government does decide to 
rescue the export trade, it now has 
only two options. Either the Bank of 
Israel must buy foreign currency on 
4 large scale (in order to lower the 
price of the dollar on the Israeli 
market), but that involves pumping 
out inflation-making Israel pounds in 
exchange. 

Or the authorities will have to 
rescue, on an individual basis, those 
companies which are worst hit; 
which is a far cry from the free- 
market system championed by 
Milton Friedman. “It would bring us 
back to the method of selective 
Government intervention prevalent 
before the devaluation of 1962,"
